Good Nature Prevailed at
the Statc Convention
at Harrisburg.

THE TICKET NOMINATED

Selection of Candidates Is
Quickly Made.

Jonmes 8. Bencom, of Westmoraland.
and Major Levi G. MeCanloy, of
Chestery, Are Nominated for State
Treasurer nand Aunditor-Genernl,
Nota Ripple on the Surface Marred
the Serenity of the Proceedings.

Harrisburg, Aug, 26,—The Republl-
can state convention, comprising 363
delegates, met in this city today and
nominnted James 8, Beacom, of West.
moreland, for state treasurer, and
Major Levl G, MeCaunley, of Chester,
for nuditor general. The latter had no
opposition, but the Alegheny county
delegater under the leadership of State
Benator C, L. Mages, placed the name
of State Senatar John W, Crawford, of
that county, before the convention in
opposition to Mr, Beacom. No active
canvass was made In Crawflford’'s be-
half, however, and he received but nine
votes besldes the thirty-onoe cast for
him by his home delegates.

The platform adopted ratifies and re-
affirme the Bi. Louls declaration of
principles, congratulates the peaple on
the pasgsage of the Dingley bill and the
return of prosperity, pledges the party
to maintain a just, reasonable and
equitable clvil sgervice system, de-
nounces ex-President Cleveland for his
"abusge of Its powers,” declares for
state and municipal reforms, the puri-
fication of elections and the free exer.
cise of the elective franchise, endorses
the administrations of President Me-
Kinley and Governor Hastings, regrets
the defeat of the reform bills by the
late legislature and commends the pas-
sage of the bill requiring the payment
of the Interest on state deposits. The
administrations of Auditor General
Mylin and Btate Treasurer Haywood
are commended, the legislature is alzo
praised for the enactment of laws In
the interest of the laboring claseres and
the Penneylvanin senators and repre-
sentatives In congress are thanked for
their position on the tarlff question in
the extra sesslon.

PRONOUNCED HARMONY,

The harmony which prevailed was of
the most pronounced sort, and there
wits not a ripple or the surface to mar
the serenity of the proceedings, The
delegates appeared to take only n lan-
guld Interest in the work of the con-
vention, although the nominces, when
they were Introduced at the close
the meeting, were given a
Ereeting,

The convention was held,
in the Harrisburg Opera house. While
there was n full attendance of dele-
#ates, the gathering was notable for
the absence of the usual throng of vis-
Itors and shouters that has marked the
conventions of the party in past years.

The hall, which was decorated with
bunting and shields, was well filled
when the procecdings hegan. The Har-
risgburg band was sintioned jn the gal-
lery and played lively tunes while the
delegates and spectators were gath-
ering. The rear of the stpge was set
aside for members of the legislature
and other prominent visitors. United
Btates Senntor Poenrose was greeted
with loud applausge when he entered
the hall, and took a seat at the head
of the Quaker City delegatlon. Across
the aisle were the Allegheny delegates
in which Benators Magee and Flinn
and Mavoer Ford, of Pittsburg,
the most conspleuous personages.

The convention organized, on motion
of Benator Willlam H. Andrews, of
Crawford, by the e¢lection of State
Chalrman Elkin as temporary chadr
man.

**These four bills, prepared under the
direction of the state commitios, wer
biought to the pttention of the Republi-
can siate convention in 186 and a plank
Wah Inserted In the platform of that
year reaMirming ihe declaration con-
talned the platform of the previous year
on that subject of reform, with a
quest that the legislnture should give
the proposed legislation favorable con-
mlderation und support. As chalrman of
the state committes, I deemed It my
Guty to see that these bills were bhrought
to the attentlon of the legislnture. With
this end in view I asked Benator Gobin
to introduce the bills oarly In the' mep-
vlon and take churge of them in the sen-
atw. He did s0 and the four bills were
passed by that body without material
pmendmant,

change of administration at Washington,
President Cleveland had oxtended the
civil serviee rules so as to Include and
protect a horde of Democratie ofMee-
holders appolnted under his administra-
tlon, who had not heen subjected to, and
many of whom could not hava passed,
a elvil vervice examination. This blanket
extonslon of the elvil service, at a time
when a new preldent wasr about to be
Inaugurnted, had the effect of stirring
up viclent opposition to the civil ser-
viee iden throughout the whole country,

WRATH OF PARTISBANS,

*The wrath of Indignant partigans con-
eentrated on the elvil serviee bill awailt-
ing the action of the Fennsylvania leg-
isinture, Because of the plodges In the
plattorms of 1805 and 18 the chalrman
of the state committee preached the doe-
trine of civil gervice and the redemp-
tion of party pledges 1o unwilling leglss
lutive enrn durihg a poriod of five
months, The result of these offorts cul.
minated in the passage of two measures
in  substantinl  complinnee  with  the
pledges of the party. One of the bills
passed prohibits the payment of poll
taxes by politlcal organizations without
proper suthority from the Individual vot-
er given at leaet thirty days prior to the
dute of the election. The other bill pre-
vents the arbitrary assessment of the
cmployes of our state, county and munl-
nte by any political party.

derstood, the statute recently pnssed,
which Is now the law, was prepared by
the ehalrman of the Republican state
committee and Its  passage strongly
urged through the legislature by that
organization.'

Mr, Elkin urged the party to make an
aggresgive campalegn this fall and refer-
red in glowing terms to the prosperity
of the people of the country under the
MeKinley administration. In conclus-
lon he sald:

“With more gold an the Klondike: God
in the harvest fleld; the Republican party
directing the administration of natlonal
affalrs;, the Dingley bill on our statute
hooks, and MeKinley holding the roins
of government, peace and prosperity
shall dwell within our borders, let us
hope forever."

party leaders, Unlted Btates Senator
Boles FPenrose, of Philadelphia, pre-
sided, and Chris L. Magee,of Allegheny,
was selected to read the platform.
During the reading of the plank relat-
Ing to munieipal reform Senntor Wil-
linm Flinn, of Allegheny, twitted his
colleagues by inquiring If the plank
was not the eame as that of the two
previous state conventlong, Several
resolutions were offered In the conven-
tion and referred to the committes
without debate. None of these, hows.
ever, were consldered by the commlit-
tee.

RESOLUTIONS OFFERED,
Willlam Shortlidge, of Centre, a per-

sonil friend of Governor Hastings, of-
fered the following:

Resolved, That 4his conventlon un-
equivocally endorses the action of Govs
ernor Hastlnge In vetolng the bills passed
by the late leglslature, commonly oalled
the Becker bill, the mercantile tax bill
and the Bimon blll, and the illegal anid
dishonest appiropriations for sundry legis.
Intive Investiguting committees, sald ap-
propriations boaring upon their face the
&tamp of wnvarnished fraud upon the tux-
puyers of this commonwenlth,

Resgolved, That we strongly condemn
the apctlon of the lagisinture in passing
these disheneat measures and for ignne-
ing or making n farce of the varlous re-
form measures uwrged and promised by
the last two state conventlons.

David H, Lane, of Philadelphia,
offered n resolution which had been
unanimously agreed to by the Philadel-
phin  delegates, condemning the civil
gorvice system ns forelgn to the intent
of the founders of the government, the
erention of a favored clasgs of office-
holders and the diserimination prac-
ticed agalnst the masses less fortunate
In their opportunities in early life,

The resolutions request the Pennsyl-
vania senators and congressmen (o use
their Influence to mecure the repeal of
the present clvil service laws,

Newton Black, of Butler county, of-
fered a resolution opposing the eivil
strvice svetem and urging the repeal
of the present laws, and another that
the Pennsylvania senators and con-
gressmen be "urged to revive and BUp-
port the policy adopted by our fore-
fathers of imposing a diseriminating
duty in favor of all goods brought from
forelgn countries into our country in
American  bullt wvessels, owned hy
American cltizens, thereby extending to
our shipping interests the same policy
of protection against cheap foreign
capital and labor that has bullt up our
many industries and made us one of
the greatest manufacturing natlons of
the world."

The conventlon reassembled at 1.20
and the committee on permanent or-
ganization reported Senator 8, J. M.
McCarrell, of Harrishurg, as perma-
nent chalrman. Mr. McCarrell was
greeted with applause when he as-
sumed the gavel,

NOMINATIONS MADR,

Nominations were next in order and
Congressman E. E. Robbing, of West-
moreland, named James 8, Beacom, of
that county, for state treasurer,

John R. Byrne, of Fayette, seconded
the nomination of Mr, Beacom.

A. C. Robertson, of Allegheny, In
nominating State Senator John W.
Crawford, of that county, for siate
freasurer, created much laughter by
declaring that Allegheny is the only
county in the state that has not sure
rendered to machine politics. The roll
call resulted in the cholee of Bencom
by a vote of 318 to 40, The votes ree
ceived by Crawford, aside from those
of 31 out of 38 from his home county,
were cast by the two delegate= from
Clinton county, one from Lebanon,
four from Lycoming, one from Potter
and one from Schuylkill, The ten anti-
Quay delegates from the Twenty-sev-
enth Philadelphia district, who were
last night glven half a vote each by
the state committee, falled to answer
when thelr names were called,

The nomination of Heacom was made
unanimous. Nominatlons for auditor
general were next in order,

Colonel H. H. Gilkyson, of Chester,
named Levi G, McCauley, of that coun-
ty, for the office,

The nomination of Major McCauley
was seconded by Congressman Joslah
D. Hicks, of Blair; J. C. Harvey, of
Luzerne, and J. W. Throckmorton, of
Busquehanna.

There belng no other candidates Me-
Cauley was nominnted by acclama-
tion,

THE PLATFORM,

Senator Penrose then mounted the
platform and read the resolutions.

The report of the committer on plat-
form was adopted

It reaflirms the national Republican
platform of 1806 and congratulates the
country on the ennctment of the Ding-
ley bill and the return of prosperity.
It continues:

“Pollnr Whent" has sounded the death
knell of the “free coinage” horesy 1In the
lnte presidential campalgn thy strongest
bid made for the agriculuaival vote by
tne Democratie pavty wis the pram'se
that thels success in that elostien woslld
ralse the market price of wheat to 1 a
bushel—payable in silver, They were ov-
erwhelmingly defeated at the polls, and
the farmer now recelvea for his wheat
$1 o bushel—payable in golg, The dollar
he thus receives will buy in the market
$1.35 worth of silver, as measured by
the eolnage value of that metal. We
pledge ourselves anew to the Republi-
oun doctrine of sound money #and an
honest dollar,

We¢ ndhere to and renew again the
pledges of the Republican party to main-
tiin a Just, reasonable and esquitable sys-
tem eof civil service, but we denounce
Fresldent Cleveland for his  partisan
abuse of Its powers, and his manipula-
tion and unjust extension of its provis-
long beyvond that which was originally
contemplated by the law or required in
the interest of good government, so ns
to protect the unfit appointees of his
own party from threatening non-parti=
san competition,

By his vielation of the apirit and in-
tent of the law the offlces of the federn)
government have been flled with repre-
sentatives of a aingle party; the stand-
ard of eMelency has heen degraded; vel-
erans of the late war have been dis-
missed to make places for political favor-
ites without Jjust or reasonable cause:
promotions and transférs have been
made for partisan reasons, regardless of
merit and in disregard of the spirit of
the clvil service law. With an earnest
desire to sustain the pringiples of the law
and secure an honest, economical and
efficlent administration of the affairs of
the government, we déemand that the
prosident of the United Btates, by exe-
cutive order, and congress by legislative
enactment at the approaching  sesslon
whall establish a eivil servioe system that
shall meet the approval of the better
fudgment and common sense of the
American people,

We agaln declare ourselves In favor of

the nesdod reforma In state an. municip.
al governments, the purification of elec.
tions, and the free exercise of the elec-
tive franchise, which were aavocented in
the stute platforme of 1868 and 1800,

Wo heartily and cordially endorse the
administeation of President MeKinley,
Although but a few months have passed
glnee his Induction Inte wie high ofice
for which he was ehoson, he uau proved
himself worthy of the confidence re-
posed In him by the American poople.
Firm am an executive oficer; diplomatic
and dignified in his official relations with
other eountries: wise and oonservative
In councll; unyielding and Immovable
It hix devotion to the principles of good
governmont; determinod and undcompro-
mising In the advocacy of a party policy
thut In restoring prosperity to our coun-
try; constant and falthful to the doc-
trine of his party: demanding that the
Integrity of our monsetary aystem shall
be maintained, he hax met the highest
expectations of the Republlean party
nnd the American poopile,

Senatora Willlam  Flinn, of Alle-
gheny, and JIsrael W, Durham, of
FPhiladelphin, were appointed by the
chair to escort Major McCauley to the
convention, Mr, Beacom was present-
od by SBenator Magees and Thomas J.
Powere, of Philadelphla,, Both re-
turned thanks for their nomination and
urged that the delegntes work to bring
out the full party vote in November,
Thix ended the proceedings and the
convention adjourned sine die at 315
P m.

Deputy Attorney General John P, El-
kin, of Tndlana, wag re-clected chalr-
man of the state commitiee by the can-
didates and permanent chalrman of the
conventlon, Mr. Elkin will open head-
quarters at Philadelphia next week and
Bays he will make an active canvass,
The campaign will he formally opened
at the convention of the state league
of Republican elubs, which will be held
at Williamsport, Sopt, 8«0,

Beacom, of Greenshurs,
nomines for stite tregsurer
Westmoreland county,
He Is a san of Rev., Dr
a Méethodist Eplecopal minls
com was egradunted from Washington
and Jeflerson colleges in 1880, After lowve
ing collage he was princ'pal of the Blairs-
vide acandemy snd while there was the
editor and proprietor of the Blalrsville
Enserptise, a Republican Journal. He
continued In his position until 1884, While
acting a ptudent and editor he pursued
& course of study in law and was ud-
mitted to the var of Westmoreland coun-
ty In January, 1554 He was elected o
member of tha house of represenlatives
in November, He was o candidate
for congressmon=-at-large at the state con.
ventlon of 1890, but In the Interest of par-
ty harmony retired and allowed the pome-
ination of 8amuel A, Davenport, of Erie,
to be made unanimous. He was delegate-
at-large to the natlonal Republican con-
vention which met in 8t, Louls In June,
1406, He is n good lawyer and has a largoe
and lucrative priactice.

Levi G. MoCauley, of West Chester, the
nomince for avditor general, was born
Chester county, September 2, 1817, and
was edccated In the publlie school and
nt Abington Center and Wyoming semi-
pary, He was & practical mechantcal en-
gineer prior to the loss of hiz right arm
in the elvil war, When the war broxe
out MeCauley was the eldest of four
brothers, who, led by thelr father, joined
u battallon of two hundred men, ralssd
by the senlor McCauley In Susquehanna
county in April, 1831, On account of his
age, Governor Curtin refused (o commis-
slon the elder McCauley, upon which his
son Loevi left that battallon and joined a
company at Wilkes-Barre, reoraited by
Colone]l . B, Harvey, This company at-
terward becatne company F, of the Bev-
cnth regiment, reserve voluntear corps,

Young MoCauley went into camp with
thls company at Camp Wayne, Chester
county, as a private, He was mustered
into the state service June 13, 151, as firat
sergeant and was on Jduty with his com-
pany every daoy until November 20, 181,
On that day he wuas promoted to first
Heutenant of Company €. It was at the
batte of Charlea City Cross Roads that
Major MoCauley lost his right arm, the
elbow having been shattered by o rifle
ball,

MeCauley wane captured on the night he
was wounded and taken to Libby prison.
He was subsequently parolled and sent
to David's Island hospital in New York
harbor, where he remained untll Novems-
ber and was then ordersd to report for
duty at Harrisburg on reerulling service,
He rejoined his regiment, notwithstand-
Ing his malmed condition, In January,
1503, He was promoted to captain of his
company in the February following, and
did duty with his rogiment and company
until December, 1563, when he was trans-
ferred 1o the yeteran reserve corps, bee
Ing NMnally dlocharged Januvary 10, 1866,
the reason—services no longer required,

Ever since the close of the war, Major
MeCauley has been an active Republican
worker, He was elected register of wills
of Chester county in the fall of 1860, Waa
chalrman of the RepubXean commitice
of that county four years, from 1586 to
1860, He was a delegate 1o the last three
stote conventions that nominited the
governor, and hae frequently been a deles
gate to other state conventions,

Major MceCauley is a member of the sol.
diers’ oiphans' schopls' commission, of
the Grand Army of the Republio, n past
commander of Post 81, of West Chester,
He Is a trustee of the Farmers' National
bank of West Chester,” and o member f

The Garrison Overcome After & Deters
mined Resistance.

WARNING TO BELOOCHISTAN CHIEFS

A Bloody Hand«to«Hand Fight««=The
Insurgent Tribes Disperses=To Ass
semble Agnin<=Khyber Pass Now in
Their Hands==Mahsuding«Mnazirls.
Reports from Lundi«<Kotal.

Peshawar, Aug. 26 —Fort Lundi-Kot-
al, situated at the extreme end of the
Khyber Pass. and garrisloned Ly 200
men of the Khyber Rifles, was attack-
ed and burned by the Afridis on Tues-
day,

It Is currently reported that the gove
ernment has sent a sccond letter of
warning to the Ameer of Afghanistan.

The famous Khyber Pass, leading
from Afghanistan into Indla, has now
fallen into the hands of the Insurgent
tribeemen. The posts In the Kurran
Valley are threatened by the powerful
tribe of the Orakazals, the Mohmand
tribesmen are preparing for a renews-
al of hostilities around Fort 8habkadr,
thousands of Rritish troops are en-
guged In cerushing the reévolt In the
Swat Valley, and two brigades of
British troops are holding the Tochi
Valley, where the Mahsuding-Mazirls
are again restless,

The only particulars obtalnable nt
present regarding the eapture of Fort
Lundi-Kotal are that the place held
out for twenty-four hours, when the
attacking force succeeded in effecting
an entrance Into the fort. A desperate
hand to hand fight followed, lasting
two hours, It ig not known how many
of the garrison were Killed,

The reports recelved from Lundi-
Kotal add that the enemy Is now scat-
tered, but Intends to reasgemble on
Bept. 16

“Ag the employer |s authorized to
deduct from the wages of the employe
the prescribed tax, it Is quite clear
that the tax Is upon the employe, and
not upon the employer., The court is
here ealled upon to conslder whether
these provisions of thia act are In con=
flict with the United States constitue
tlon, The fourteenth amendment to
the constitution of the United States
declares: “"Nor shall any state deprive
any person of life, llberty or property
without due process of law, nor deny
to any pergon within Its jurisdiction
the equal protection of the laws
